This would not only have availed 
nothing, but would have been a posi 
rive injury. 
By maintaining diplomatic relation? 
and 
pursuing 
diplomatic 
method? 
President Wilson secured an admis 
sion by Germany of every substantia 
contention made by our government, a 
promise of reparation, and a pledge tc 
discontinue 
its 
offensive submarine 
policy. 
lf diplomatic relations had been sev 
ered these concessions would not have 
been obtained. 
Accordingly, Germany 
would have continued her policy of 
sinking ships without warning. 
All the advantage gained from di 
plomacy would have been lost without 
a single thing to compensate for that 
loss. 
Suppose Mr. Hughes had been pres­ 
ident and had severed diplomatic rela 
tions with Germany, refused to ever 
speak to her or treat with her, anc 
Germany had continued the policy ol 
sinking unarmed 
ships, 
w’hat 
then 
would Mr. Hughes have done? 
There was but one of two thing? 
remaining; 
Either to sit quietly by and allow 
th ° continuance of Germ any’s subma­ 
rine policy indefinitely; 
Or all diplomatic 
avenues 
having 
been closed, to resort to wTar. 
The mere statement of the proposi 
tion is enough to condemn Mr. Hughes 
attitude and to show' his utter lack of 
candor or of capacity. 
Mr. Hughes repeatedly asserts that 
we ought to have protected all proper­ 
ty owned by Americans in Mexico. 
The only way this could have been 
accomplished was by invading Mexico 
with fire and sword, conquering the 
republic and permanently policing it. 
This would have been war; yet Mr. 
Hughes declares vociferously he does 
not want w ar; that he is a man of 
peace, and adds to the absurdity of 
his position by then undertaking to 
demonstrate that our 
country 
has 
technically been at war with Mexico, 
because it sent some soldiers to hunt 
down bandits who had invaded Am eri­ 
can soil. 
Hughes declares that w hen congress 
prevented a strike by 
passing 
the 
Adamson bill it established 
a 
new 
slavery in this country— the slavery 
of the government to organized labor. 
He assert! that organized labor put 
its guns to the head of the govern­ 
ment and obtained an abject surren­ 
der to its power . In the next breath 
he affirms that congress “ gold brick­ 
ed” union labor by not giving it an 
eight-hour day at all. 
If congress did “ gold brick” union 
labor, if congress yielded nothing to 
union labor, in the name of common 
sense how' can it be said that union 
labor enslaved congress? 
Hughes declares that he is in favor 
of an eight-hour day. 
If this is true, 
then he must believe that the eight- 
hour day is right in principle. 
If the eight-hotir day is right and 
just, then what wrong did congress 
commit in granting that which Hughes 
himself asserts is right, just and de­ 
sirable? 
After repeatedly declaring in favor 
of the principal of the eight-hour day 
and asserting his friendship toward 
the eight-hour movement, nevertheless 
Mr. Hughes on October 16, in address­ 
ing an assembly of farmers, declared 
to them that the eight-hour day upon 
railroads was unfair and unjust to the 
farmers. 
If that be true, then how 
can Mr. Hughes befire other audi­ 
ences pretend that the eight-hour day 
is just and right and proclaim him­ 
self its champion. 
But Mr. Hughes answers we did not 
grant an eight-hour day. 
W ell, if we 
did not grant an eight-hour day, then 
the 450,000 men comprising the rail­ 
road employes are such fools as not 
to have discovered the fact. 
The truth is w e did establish an 
eight-hour 
day 
and did provide for 
full time pay for any hours worked be­ 
yond eight hours. 
The further truth is that a commis­ 
sion was appointed to investigate all 
questions of dispute betwreen railway 
employes and the companies, and {to 
submit the result of their findings \o 
congress.

all that could 
have been. don£ under 
the 
circum­ 
stances. 
Hughes claims to be one of the 
chief apostles of prosperity, and yet 
he denounces congress for taking an 
action which prevented a strike which 
would have arrested 
our 
industrial 
progress and brought rum to every 
part of the country. 
Hughes deciares that when the war 
is over Europe w ill invade the coun­ 
try vrith cheap goods and drive our 
workmen f from 
their jobs. 
This is 
equivalent to saying that Europe with 
from three to six millions pf her pro­ 
ducers dead in the trenches, with an 
equal number crippled, blind, halt and 
ruined, with her industries largely de­ 
stroyed and her finances hopelessly 
bankrupt, and with the seat of fman- 
cial power wrested from her and es­ 
tablished in America, is a more dan­ 
gerous industrial antagonist than she

her 
citizens had been 
killed and wounded, 
her 
treasuries 
looted, her cities burned and her fac­ 
tories destroyed. 
Let me bring this suggestion home. 
lf you are a manufacturer, engaged in 
keen competition with a rival in your 
city, whose business is older and bet­ 
ter established and better capitalized 
than your own; if you have been only 
able to hold a fair share of the busi­ 
ness of the community by the strict­ 
est attention to every detail; if your 
rival’s plant should be burned to the 
ground, if his laborers should be scat­ 
tered, if he should become involved 
in litigation, if bis fortune were dissi­ 
pated and bankruptcy impending; ii 
these conditions were to obtain for 
three or four years, during which time 
you were securing customers and en­ 
larging your plant and strengthening 
your financial 
resources

It, and Wages Are So High That 
the Cost of Living Has 
Been Nearly Offset.

Stockholm, Oci. 21.—There is much 
inevitable hardship in. Russia, a pres­ 
ent or threatening scarcity of many 
essential things and a very general 
and unpleasant lack of organization, 
but there is also another side to the 
picture. 
Everybody who wants work 
can get it. and wages are so high that 
the tremendous increase in the cost 
of living has been nearly offset by 
them. 
Mushroom fortunes are grow- 
| lug up over night, and the demand for 


j luxuries is so great that it can with 


I difficulty be met. 
This is the report made to a corre- 
| spondent of the Associated Press by 
one of the best known members of the 
American colony in Moscow, who now, 
after seven years* residence there, is 
returning to America. 
His activities 
during that period kept him in touch 
with most parts of the great empire, 
and he declared that 
conditions 
in 
Moscow are typical of what is to be 
found elsewhere, so far as prosperity 
is concerned, but rather worse in the 
matter of housing and transportation. 
Moscow had roundly 
2,000,000 
in­ 
habitants before the war. 
This num­ 
ber, he believed, had been increased 
about 50 per cent, making the popu­ 
lation 3,000,000. One of the immediate 
results has been such a scarcity of 
rentable houses that it is not at all 
unusual to find 
advertisers offering 
bonuses up to 508 rubles for anyone 
finding them a suitable dwelling place. 
There are certain restrictions against 
increasing rents to tenants already in, 
occupancy, but these restrictions do* 
not apply to new renters, and natur­ 
ally such persons have to pay high 
prices when they do succeed in finding 
a house. 
The one 
really 
serious 
problem 
which the city faces this winter, ac­ 
cording to the informant, is the ques­ 
tion of fuel and light—wood, coal and 
petroleum. 
Wood, which 
cost from 
eight to ten roubles before the war. 
now costs as much as fifty, and the 
supply is most inadequate, to be sure, 
there is wood enough in the empire, 
hut transportation facilities are lack­ 
ing. Indeed, one of the most unfavor­ 
able things in Russia 
today 
is, de­ 
clared the American, the extreme dis­ 
organization, or perhaps better, woe­ 
ful lack of organization of transpor­ 
tation of all kinds, f oal and peirole- 
uiu are both dear and scarce, and the 
outlook is not for any immediate bet­ 
terment. 
There is a great 
scarcity 
of lard 
and other fats. and the meat supply 
is plainly becoming less, The inform­ 
ant declared that not only have the 
herds of cattle and swine been un­ 
duly reduced by excessive slaughter, 
but that great numbers also perished 
last winter, either from cold or hun­ 
ger. due to insufficient care. Of food­ 
stuffs of other sorts, 
however, there 
is no lack and th ere can be no •ques­ 
tion of anybody going hungry except 
the unfortunate Germans and Austri­ 
ans yet in the empire, who find great 
difficulty in getting work and whose 
numbers are so great and their colo­ 
nies scattered over such vast expan­ 
ses of territory that it has been im­ 
possible to prevent all distress, even 
with the best efforts of the American 
diplomatic and consular offices, who 
have undertaken the distribution of 
tho 
German 
and 
Austrian 
relief 
funds. 
He declared that talk of a possible 
revolution in Russia was preposter­ 
ous. 
“There is a great longing for peace 
among the civil population, but the 
soldiers were never so well fed, well 
clothed and happy in their lives. They 
are now sure that they are winning 
mu nothing can stor them, and they 
are well armed, in striking contrast 
to the first months of the war, when 
many had no arms at all.” 
The prohibition of vodka, said the 
American, 
by 
no 
means 
banished 
drinking or drunkenness. 
The Rus­ 
sians—in Moscow', at least, and in the 
great district in which the city lies— 
are drinking wood-alcohol, and the re­ 
sult is many deaths, laming*, cases 
of blindness, etc. 
“It was a great mistake,” he eon- 
tinued, “to abolish vodka at one blow 
without 
giving 
the 
vodka-drinking 
classes something to take its place 
Light wines and beers would have 
prevented the present conditions. The 
Moscow beer saloon was in peace 
limes one of the most orderly resorts 
in the world. One rarely or never saw 
a drunken man there, and there were 
no quarrels or disturbances of any

vestors are no longer giving the rail­ 
roads the wherewithal to meet the de­ 
mands of business.

The War’s Economic Effects. 
In a speech discussing the economic 
effects of the w ar before a luncheon 
of tin* Merchants* Association todav, 
L. F. Goree, president of the Dele- 
ware and Hudson railroad and chair­ 
man of the Kansas 
City 
Southern, 
called attention to tile possibility oft 
lowering wages in Europe with the 
retu rn of soldiers to industrial pur­ 
suits, and raised the question as to 
w hether America for 
that 
reason 
could compete successfully in interna­ 
tional m arkets, says a New York dis­ 
patch of the 201 Ii. 
“Today governm ents at w ar have 
called in the ranks of labor millions' 
of women and children formerly ex-] 
eluded by inclination, bv statute and 
by the superior industrial efficiency 
of those now in the trenches,** he said. 
“lf ’his w'ar tim e addition to the 
ranks be not promptly excluded at the I 
close of the w ar it might be expected j 
to result in a general lowering of 
wages in all the affected countries. 
With the high wage rite s now pre­ 
vailing in this country, the natural 
result would be a speedv resum ption 
of emigration. 
“lf, however, tin* powers 
now 
at 
war should decide to place executive 
obstacles in the path of emigration, 
the industries of this country would 
be forced into a situation in which 
their competition in international m ar­ 
kets would be, in this respect, sub­ 
ject to m ost unfavorable conditions. 
“We are forced to ask ourselves ro 
what extent, with its high standard 
of wages, is short hours of labor amli 
its restrictions upon speed, output anti 
efficiency; its labor union domination 
ol legislatures and public executives! 
w#‘ can compete 
successfully 
with 
Europe, purged as by fire of every- j 
thing tending to 
inefficiency? 
We 
should then he invited to an economic 
struggle which would be lost unless! 
the highest American statesm anship 
should he fearlessly devoted to the 
task ut freeing domestic industry’ from J 
its shackles.*1

According to the United States cen­ 
sus, Missouri’s 
21,000,000 
hens 
lay 
111,000,000 dozen 
eggs 
annually, lf 
this is true, the 
average 
hen lays 
about 63 eggs a year. This is a pool 
record. One reason why hens are not 
more productive is 
because usually 
they are half fed. It is false economy 
to expect them to pick their living 
from the leavings 
of 
other 
stock 
Many farmers admit that they feed 
their hens nothing during 
the sum­ 
mer. In so doing they are saving feed 
btu losing money. 
A productive hen requires from 70 
to 80 pounds of feed a year. If she 
gets only 40 to 50 pounds she will 
simply satisfy 
her 
bodily 
require­ 
ments. She will not 
lay 
eggs. The 
scantily fed hen 
is 
a poor invest­ 
ment. It is only the liberally fed hen 
that yields the profit. Farmers should 
keep dry ground feed, such as a mix­ 
ture of bran, shorts and corn meal, in 
hoppers before the hens at all times. 
Either 
sour 
milk 
or 
buttermilk 
should be given as a drink. Crushed 
limestone or oyster shell should be 
before the hens at all times, and the 
hens should go 
to 
roost 
with full 


rops.
